The Fergus Falls Journal says: 
The council of S t Paul has passed a 
resolution making eight hours a day's 
work for all men m the employ of the 
city. There is a good deal of opdoei- 
tion to it among employers as it will 
make trouble for them. They will 
have to accede to it or it will make 
those m the employ of the city a 
favored class. 
The leading labor 
agitators think that they have won a 
great victory and that the time is near 
at hand when it will spread all over 
the state. Here in Otter Tail county 
a farmer thinks he is getting off easy 
when he works but ten hours. It will 
be a rattier new state of affairs to see 
farm hands beginning at eight in the 
forenoon and quitting at five in the 
afternoon, yet many believe that such 
will soon be the case, if the laboo 
agitation keeps up. 


Presidential Profanity. 
President Harrison, being a deacon 
in the Presbyterian church, is sup­ 
posed to not be in the habit of swear­ 
ing. Nobody has been known to hear 
him, although he may have done so 
when the baby pulled his hair or 
whiskers, or when he had to walk the 
floor with Russell, in the letter's 
childhood days. 
Many of the presi­ 
dents have, however, been able to 
■wear, and did so, says the Pittsburg 
Press. Jackson stands pre-eminent 
for his mouth-filliag oaths. His genius 
for inventing startling expletives was 
extraordinary. With age, however, 
his habit of cussing grew less pro­ 
nounced, and he generally contented 
himself with saying, “By the Eternal/’ 
unless the occasion required some­ 
thing stronger.

News Notes. 


Superior teamsters have been for 
some time agitating the subject of 
making a demand for an advance of 
wages, and they have held meetings, 
and 280 signatures were secured to an 
instrument, agreeing to withdraw 
from public work to-day unless their 
demend, $5 per day, is acceded to. 
The present price is $4 a day. The 
men have resolved to form a permanent 
organization. 
General Manager Amelia, of the 
Wisconsin Central, has officially an­ 
nounced that the traffic department 
of that road would be removed to 
Chicago Aug. 23. 
Albert Beaumont, advertising agent 
for the Chicago opera house, was ar­ 
rested to-day on charge of embezzle­ 
ment Beaumont had charge of the 
distribution of 500 tickets weekly for 
advertising purposes, mid it is alleded 
that he disposed of a number of them 
at reduced price, and not for the pur­ 
pose intended. Nearly all the prom­ 
inent theatrical agents of the city are 
said to be involved in the robbery, 
Beaumont being at the head of a pool 
formed to dispose of tickets of other 
theaters as well as those of the Chi­ 
cago opera house. Although receiv­ 
ing a moderate salary, Beaumont, it 
is said has been enabled, since his 
connection with the theater during 
the past five years, to amass a fortune 
of 850,000. 


How Todd County Looks At It. 
The Todd County Argus comments 
upon the increased representation for 
Crow Wing county in the coming 
legislative convention, as asked for by 
the recent county convention held in 
this city, as follows: 
“That in view of the fact that a 
manifest mistake has been through 
some oversight made in the appor­ 
tionment of delegatee for this county 
in the convention of 46th district, in 
apportioning to this county but five 
delegates instead of seven delegates 
to which it is entitled upon numerical 
basis of representation, as mathematics 
and public records of this county 
show, we respectfully ask of our sister 
counties in this district to, in good 
ami common justice, correct the grave 
error, and thus preserve the principle 
of equal representation, the essential 
feature of all republican institutions; 
and believing in and relying upon 
such good faith, and justice prevail­ 
ing, we this day nominate and elect 
A T. Kimball and Niei Kennedy, as 
to# 6th and 7th qualified delegates of 
this county in said district convention, 
and ask that they shall be admitted 
and refpected as such delegates, each 
with all the powers of any other dele­ 
gate in such district convention.'’ 
The above resolution was passed by 
the Crow Wing county conventical last 
week. Crow Wing county polled 1144 
republican votes, Morrison 1042, Mille 
Lacs 414, and Todd 1506, at the last 
election. Under the call for the com­ 
ing legislative convention each county 
gets two delegates for its organization. 
It will be noticed therefore that Crow 
Wing county receives a delegate for 
each 381 republican votes, Morrison, 
each 521, Todd, each 502, while Mille 
Lacs gets no representation whatever 
for her 414 votes. Thus it will be seen 
that Crow Wing county gets a larger 
representation for her votes than any 
other county in the district. 
The basis of the claim for addition­ 
al delegates must have grown some 
daring the past month, as our Crow 
Wing county friends elected but one 
additional delegate to the state con­ 
vention upon the same apportionment 
and that one was not seated. Allow­ 
ing the addition of the entire vote of 
Cass county, only a portion of which 
has been attached to Crow Wing 
since last election, (and this addition 
of territory is the basis of the claim 
for additional representation) and it 
barely entitles them to one additional 
delegate with seventeen votes to 
spare. 
Leaving out the town of Gull River, 
which is not mcluded in the territory 
attached to Crow Wing county, and 
the remaining vote of Cass county 
polled at the general election two 
years ago is 249. 
Granting that this 
vote should be counted in apportion­ 
ing the delegates, it yet lacks 217 
votes of being enough to give them 
one additional delegate. 
If it were not for the well known 
honesty of our Brainerd friends, we 
should be inclined to charge them 
with trying to pad on the Minneapolis 
plan. It may be, however, that it is 
on account of a blueberry war and a 
great influx of natives.

The most remarkable feature of the poor law 
inspector of Lancashire county I# that, while 
tile march of pauperism is lichi pretty well in 
check, the progress of Jouncy appear* to be 
spreading with startling rapidity, la I KNO tilers 
were 6,8'>0 lunatics iu Lancashire county, while 
in 1800 the number biol increased to 9,000. Iii 
Kngtand and Wales in I HOO there were 61, Of JO 
lunatic*, white lite report of 1890 show* aa in­ 
crease of J 1,000. The total cost to the county 
of Lancashire for maintain!!*: its paupers dur­ 
ing IH89 was nearly ti,900 .OOO. Iu Kurland 
and Wale* tile cost during the same period was 
•21.OOO.lNt0. During the year* from 1880 the 
cost of pauperism in these two countries had in­ 
creased $84,IM)!»,(NNY. Tramps, although clas­ 
sified as paupers are not !««•■ u<!ed In the above 
figures. 
It is characteristic of the 
English 
tramp, wh-u drivel! to the nersvsity of choosing 
between tin* poorhouse aud starvation, to com­ 
promise. by simulating and becoming an in­ 
mate of an asylum. In 1880 there wen 5,347 
tramp paupers iu England, while iu 1890 Hie 
number increased to 5,434.

CONGRESSIONAL 


A Resume of the Proceedings 
of Congress During the 
Past Week. 


SENATE. 
The senate and boose committees have 
agreed to report the senate original pack­ 
age bill. Only one member of the committee 
—Gates of Alabama—stood out againet the 
senate hill. This relates only to liquor#, 
and will effect no other class of goods a# pro­ 
vided in the house substitute. It is possible 
that the house will not accept the conference 
report. 
The tarriff bill was taken up and Mr. Mor­ 
rill addressed the senate. Several amend­ 
ments reducing the duty on chemicals were 
offered, but all but one were rejected on a 
strict party vote. 
Mr. Carlisle spoke on the bill, his remarks 
being of a statistical nature. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. Sanford of New York introduced a 
joint resolution declaring that it is the sense 
of tile congress of the United State# that 
legislation touching upon the subject of the 
duties upon sugar and molasses should be 
postponed until the next session of congress. 
SENATE. 
The discussion of the cariff bill was resum­ 
ed in the senate, one or two amendments 
moved by Republicans were adoptco,and nu­ 
merous 
Democratic 
amendments 
voted 
down. 
The river and harbor bill will be taken 
by the senate on Friday of next week. 
HOCSE 
The conferees on the land grant forfeiture 
bill have about come to an agreement upon 
the measure, and will probably formally con­ 
clude their report at the next meeting. 
It is 
understood that the measure agreed upon 
provides for an absolute forfeiture of the 
lands described in the act. The section of 
Die house bill looking to farther forfeiture# 
of lands is said to have been stricken out.

Exercise In H e a rt Disease. 
The fact is well known that Oertel, 


the distinguished German writer, ha* 
warmly advocated for certain forms 
of functional heart trouble not rest, 
but active exercise, such as mountain 
climbing. In pursuing this practice 
however, the utmost care is found 
necessary, and the distance to be 
covered is of course regulated for 
each patient; and as its object is to 
strengthen the heart muscle and pro­ 
mote the circulation, and as only 
healthy arteries can stand the strain, 
such treatment is of course contra­ 
indicated in atheroma. 
Formerly the detection by physi­ 
cal diagnosis of a heart murmur was 
regarded as a graee fact, an adverse 
conclusion tieing at once arrived at 
without sufficiently considering tile 
other signs and symptoms. Such 
cases, it is found, often do well 
with 
exercise 
and outdoor life. 


Again, in fatty degeneration, th<a 
heart in a young person can stand a 
moderate amount of exercise and un* 
doubtedly be strenthened, but it is in 
fatty infiltration or fatty overgrowth 
that the judicious use ofexercisedoes 
great good—the general diet in such 
case to be regulated, and the general 
obesity which usually exists to be 
removed, by a depleting diet. Some 
German physicians in their city prac­ 
tice recommend stair climbing when 
mountain climbing is not feasible.— 
New York Tribune.

Paste This on Your Gun. 
The following section of the law as 
it affects prairie chickens and d ucks 
can be relied upon: 
Section 1, of the act for the preser­ 
vation of game provides that no per­ 
son shall kill or pursue with intent to 
kill any prairie hen or chicken, nor 
any whitebreasted or sharp-toiled 
grouse or prairie chicken, save only 
during the month of August, after 
the 20 th day of said month, and dur­ 
ing the months of September, October 
and November; nor any rough grouse 
or pheasant, save only during the 
months of September, October and 
Nuvember; nor any wild duck of any 
variety , qr any wild goose or brant of 
any variety or aquatic fowl whatever, 
aave during the time of AugUht 20 th 
and J anuary 10, inclusive. 
A misunderstanding in regard to 
the date for lawfully hunting prame 
chickens has been spread broadcast 
over the state by the Pioneer Press, 
Globs, and Minneapolis Tribune, by 
articles which these papers published 
in which the date was fixed at the 
15th. The law especially say s “ after 
the 20th of August,” not on or before 
that date. The possession of one of 
such birds during the time the killing 
thereof is prohibited shall be prima 
facia evidence of the fact that such 
person killed the same contrary to the 
provisions of this section. 
The act 
provides for punishment 
by fin e of 
not leas than $10 nor more than 
$25 
for each bird so killed, and in d efault 
of pay ment of fine, imprison men t in 
the county jail for n ot more than thirty 
day s. 
Many arrests throughout the 
state have already been mad e, an d in 
each instance conviction 
followed .

Paste This on Your Gun. 
The following section of the law as 
it affects prairie chickens and ducks 
can be relied upon: 
Section I, of the act for the preser­ 
vation of game provides that no per­ 
son shall kill or pursue with intent to 
kill any prairie hen or chicken, nor 
any white-breasted or sharp-tailed 
grouse or prairie chicken, save only 
during the month of August, after 
the 20th day of said month, and dur 
mg the months of September, October 
and November; nor any rough grouse 
or pheasant, save only during the 
months of September, October and 
November; nor any wild duck of any 
variety, or any wild goose or brant of 
any variety or aquatic fowl whatever, 
save during the time of August 20th 
and January IO, inclusive. 
A misunderstanding in regard to 
the date for lawfully hunting prairie 
chickens has been spread broadcast 
over the state by the Pioneer Press, 
Globe, and Minneapolis Tribune, by 
articles which these papers published 
in which the date was fixed at the 
15th. The law especially says “after 
the 20th of August,” not on or before 
that date. The possession of one of 
such birds during the time the killing 
thereof is prohibited shall be prima 
facia evidence of the fact that such 
person killed the same contrary to the 
provisions of this section. The act 
provides for punishment by fine of 
not loss than $10 nor more than $25 
for each bird so killed, and in default 
of payment of fine, imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than thirty 
days. Many arrests throughout the 
state have already been made, and in 
each instance conviction followed. 
In Crow Wing county, it may be said 
to its credit, very few prairie chickens 
have been molested and greater care 
than ever will be taken during the few 
days intervening between this and 
the morning of tho 2tst, to see that 
the law is strictly lived up to.

How Todd County Looks At It. 


The Todd County Argus comments 
upon the increased representation for 
Crow W ing county in the com ing 
legislative convention, as asked for by 
the recent county convention held in 
this city, as follows: 
“That in view of the fact that a 
m anifest mistake has been through 
some oversight made in the appor­ 
tionment of delegates for this county 
in the convention of 46th district, in 
apportioning to this county but five 
delegates instead of seven delegates 
to wtucfi it is entitled upon numerical 
basis ol representation, as mathematics 
and public records of this county 
show, we respectfully ask of our sister 
counties in tins district to, in good 
and common justice, correct the grave 
error, and thus preserve the principle 
of equal representation, the essential 
feature of all republican institutions; 
and believing in and relying upon 
such good faith, and justice prevail­ 
ing, we this day nominate and elect 
A. T. Kimball and N iel Kennedy, as 
toe 6th and 7th qualified delegates of 
this county in said district convention, 
and ask that they shall be admitted 
and refpected as such delegates, each 
with ait the powers of any other dele­ 
gate in such district convention.” 
The above reeolution was passed by 
the Crow W ing county convention last 
week. 
Crow W ing county polled 1144 
republican votes, Morrison 1042, M ille 
Lacs 414, and Todd 1508, at the last 
election. 
Under the call for the com­ 
ing legislative convention each county 
gets two delegates for its organization. 
It w ill be noticed therefore that Crow 
W ing county receives a delegate for 
each 381 republican votes, Morrison, 
each 521, Todd, each 502, while M ille 
. *aca gets no representation whatever 
for her 414 votes. 
Thus it will be seen 
that Crow W ing county gets a larger 
representation for her votes than any 
other county in tne district. 
The basis of the claim for addition­ 
al delegates must have grown some 
daring the past month, as our Crow 
W ing county friends elected but one 
additional delegate to the state con­ 
vention upon the same apportionment 
and that one was not seated. 
Allow­ 
ing the addition of the entire vote of 
Cass county, only a portion of which 
las been attached to Crow W ing 
since last election, (and this addition 
of territory is the basis of the claim 
for additional representation) and it 
barely entitles them to one additional 
delegate 
with seventeen votes to 
spare. 
Leaving out the town of Gull River, 
which is not included in the territory 
attached to Crow W ing county, and 
the remaining vote of Cass county 
polled at the general election two 
years ago is 249. 
Granting that this 
vote should be counted in apportion­ 
ing the delegates, it yet lacks 217 
votes of being enough to give them 
one additiou&l delegate. 
If it were not for the well known 
ronesty of our Brainerd friends, we 
should be inclined to charge them 
with trying to pad on the M inneapolis 
plan. 
It may be, however, that it is 
on account of a blueberry war and a 
great influx of natives.

The most remarkable ieature of the poor law 
Inspector of Lancashire county is that, wbiie 
tlie march of paiqieriBm is held pretty well in 
check, the progress of 1 nancy appears to be 
sprradinjj with startling rapidity, lii 1830 there 
were 6.800 lunatics in Lancashire county, while 
in lh90 the nuuilier bad increased to 9,O«i0, 
In 
England and Wale# in 18'mi there were 61,0*X) 
lunatics, while the report ot 1890 shows an in­ 
crease of 14.000, The total cost to the county 
of Lancashire for maintaining its paupers dur­ 
ing ) 889 was nearly $1,900,000. In England 
and Wales the cost during the same period was 
$21,000,000. 
DuriiiK tile years from 1880 the 
cost of pauperism in these two countries had in­ 
creased $84,000,000, Tramps, although clas­ 
sified as paupers, are not included in the above 
figures, 
it is characteristic of the 
English 
tramp, when driven to the necessity of choosing 
between the poorhotMte and starvation, to com­ 
promise. by simulating and becoming an in­ 
mate of an asylum. 
In 1880 t tie re were 5.847 
tramp paupers in England, wbiie iu I89o the 
number increased to 5.434.

“Come, B ill,” com m anded the w arden 
when all had been done in the cell, and the 
little party of four—warden, prisoner and 
clergym en—passed through the ante-room .

As previously announced Bishop 
McGolrick arrived in Brainerd from 
Duluth on Saturday evening, and he 
waa received at the train by a large 
delegation of leading Catholic citizens 
headed by Rev. Father Lawler. The 
Third Regiment band wras in attend­ 
ance and as the train pulled in it 
playod a selection. After greeting 
the reverend 
gentleman he 
was 
escorted to a carriage and conveyed 
to the Catholic church on Fifth street, 
followed by a procession headed by 
the band. The C. M. B. A. and A. 0- 
H. societies wore out in uniform. The 
streets adjacent to the depot were 
lined with people, and it is estimated 
that fully 2,000 witnessed the proces­ 
sion. The church was filled to over­

At the church, after 
devotional exercises, John Willis de­ 
livered an address of welcome as fol­ 
low*:

he. 
We, dear Bishop, are hut a small 
|K>nion of vonr charge it is true, but 
as such we pledge ourselves loyal child­ 
ren. This we 
promise, and with 
God’s help and your lordship’s bless­ 
ing the promise shall be fulfilled. 
Once more a hearty welcome.” 
The Bishop responded as follow-: 
‘•Dearly beloved brethren.it is %\iih 
feelings of pleasure I come amongst 
you, especially in this part of my di »- 
ce.se. uI winch I have heard so much— 
heard nothing, indeed, but words of 
praise from a fellow laborer in the 
mission, Father Gleeson, who had 
been amongst you for a while. This 
is to me a great pleasure, on coming 
amongst a people as the Bishop of the 
diocese, to be so heartily received. 
I, 
who am here by the appointment ot 
the man in the chair of Peter, am 
glad to see so many here in the spir­ 
itual interests of religion and the 
church. That church, even from a 
temporal point of view, should 1st 
lifted up by its people, that she is of 
God, so she shofiid have justification 
of her claims. 
It has always been her 
desire that Catholicity and knowledge 
should be spread abroad, aud espe­ 
cially in these davs when men can do 
V* much good. 
How can men do good 
or fall to do it, except according to 
the 
amount of 
their 
knowledge! 
Hence 
knowledge 
should 
flourish 
amongst us, and this should particu­ 
larly apply to the young. Cod’s work­ 
ings are open to us as a book, the book of 
nature.

Paste This on Your Gun. 
The following section of the law as 
it affects prairie chickens and ducks 
can be relied upon: 
Section 1, of the act for the preser­ 
vation of game provides that no per­ 
son shall kill or pursue with intent to 
kill any prairie hen or chicken, nor 
any white-breasted or sharp-tailed 
grouse or prairie chicken, save only 
during the month of August, after 
the 20th day of said month, and dur­ 
ing the months of September, October 
and November; nor any rough grouse 
or pheasant, save only during the 
months of September, October and 
Noyeml>er; nor any wild duck of any 
variety, or any wild goose or brant of 
any variety or aquatic fowl whatever, 
save during the time of August 20th 
and January 10, inclusive. 
A misunderstanding in regard to 
the date for lawfully hunting prairie 
chickens has been spread broadcast 
over the state by the Pioneer Press, 
Globe, and Minneapolis Tribune, by 
articles which these papers published 
in which the date was fixed at the 
15th. The lnw especially says “after 
the 20th of August,” not on or before 
that date. The possession of one of 
such birds during the time the killing 
thereof is prohibited shall be prima 
facia evidence of the fact that such 
person killed the same contrary to the 
provisions of this section. The act 
provides for punishment by fine of 
not less than $10 nor more than $25 
for each bird so killed, and in default 
of payment of fine, imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than thirty 
days. Many arrests throughout the 
state have already been made, and in 
each instance conviction followed. 
In Crow Wing county, it may be said 
to its credit, very few prairie chickens 
have been molested and greater care 
than ever will be taken during the few 
days intervening between this and 
the morning of tho 21st, to see that 
the law is strictly lived up to.
